20,  nnd  that  the  soul  which  has  tasted  that 
the  Lord  is  gracious,  cannot  live  unto  sin. 

It  is  indeed  hard  for  the  htart  of  man 
to  think  that  it  is  possible  to  be  loved  of 
God  !  Speak  to  tiie  vikst  sinner  of  frt  e 
pardon  ;  tell  him  that  his  Creator — titat 
God  himself,  has  become  his  Saviour,  and 
hath  given  to  him  eternal  life  in  CItrist, 
(IJohn  v:  10,  11,)  ho  will  not  bclievi' 
it,  he  is  not  willing  to  accept  salvation  on 
these  terms.

(Isa.  lix  :  2.)  and  caused  all  the 
misery  that  ever  did,  or  ever  will  exist.— 
What  then  will  become  of  the  miseries  of 
hell  when  sin  is  taken  away  1  and  that 
brouglit  to  pjiss  which  is  predicted  in  1  Cor. 
XV  :  24-28?  I  ftlie  cause  be  thus  removed, 
will  not  the  effects  also  cease  ?

Tin  y 
Wiio  havedamnntion  will  preacb  damnation, 
(Rom.  xiv  :  23.  ITim.v:  12.)  nnd  they 
who  have  salvation  will  preach  salvation. 
(I*s.  Ixviii;  20.  Jonah  ii  :  0.)  Though 
tliere  be  lords  many,  and  gods  many,  and 
doctrines  many,  still  there  is  but  one  God 
and  Father,  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  nnd 
but  one  true  doctrine  winch  is  older  than 
tlie  creation.  Tiierc  are  doctrines  of  devils 
and  doctrines  of  men,  born  new  every  day. 
breathing  out  threatening  and  slaughter  and 
endless  daintiatiun  against  God’s  otfspring. 
Out  «)f  the  mouth  of  those  who  preach 
endless  life  and  endless  death,  proccedeth 
blessing  and  rin  sing,  which  things  ought 
not  so  U)  I'o?.  "  .Ml  b.are  Jesus  witness,  and 

wondered  at  the  gracious  words  which  pro¬ 
ceeded  out  of  his  mouth.”  Whether  the 
preaching  of  endless  salvation,  or  endless 
damn.alion,  be  according  to  sound  doctrine, 
by  tl.c  light  of  reason  nnd  revelation,  judge 
ye.  But  some  vvill  say  wc  must  not  use 
our  naison  in  such  mailers  ;  but  they  have 
a  reason  for  it,  vvbieb  the  apostle  had  not, 
w’.io  reject  tiic  use  of  reason  in  matters  ol 
religion  ;  for  he  exhorts  that  we  be  always 
ready  to  give  an  answer  to  every  man  liial 
aske  th  a  reason  of  tbc  liope  that  is  in  us. 
Religion  is  reasonable,  and  U'gins  in  know¬ 
ledge,  therefore  it  is  said,  faith  romcih  liy 
hearing.  The  ignorant  m.ike  religion  al- 
logither  a  matter  ot'  feeling.  Tliey  be¬ 
lieve,  because  they  feel,  hut  neither  require, 
nor  can  tliey  give  any  reason  for  their  faith; 
hut  wc  must  be  men  before  we  can  be 
Christians.  There  is  no  end  to  the  ab- 
snrdiiics occasioned  by  tlie  abandonment  of 
reason  in  tlie  investigation  of  revelation. 
In  this  way  endless  misery  is  built  upon 
.Matt,  iii :  12.  Now  for  tliis  text  to  prove 
sucii  an  idea,  all  men  must  once  have  been 
eliatT,  and  a  part  of  that  cliaff  turned  into 
wlieat— which,  us  1  liuppen  to  be  a  farmer, 
contradicts  my  experience,  ns  well  as  my 
reason.  A  further  difi'iculty  in  making 
wheat  nnd  chaff  represent  good  men  ond 
bad  men,  is,  that  wlicat  must  grow  on  one 
stalk,  nnd  chaff  on  another  stalk  ;  this  also 
contradicts  reason  and  tlie  experience  of 
all  farmeisi.  Nothing  against  reason  is  to 
be  believed  ;  Scripture  is  to  be  taken  in  a 
rational  sense.  If  farmers  could  turn  chaff' 
into  wheat,  think  you  they  would  throw  it 
away  ?  Is  it  to  be  supposed  that  Christ 
would  burn  up  the  chaff' if  itcould  be  turned 
into  wheat?  The  truth  is,  that  wheat  and 
chaff  always  grow  together  on  the  same 
stalk,  and  it  is  doubtless  necessary  that  it 
should  be  so.  Likewise  man  was  made 
subject  to  vanity,  not  willingly,  but  by  rea¬ 
son  of  him  (God)  who  hath  subjected  the 
same  in  hope.  Because  be  shall  lie  deliver¬ 
ed  from  the  bondage  of  corruption,  into 
the  glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  God. 
Rom.  viii :  20,  21.  So  man  shall  be  de¬ 
livered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption.— 


Yes,  this  vanity,  or  chaff,  is  to  be  separa¬ 
ted  frwn  man  by  him  whose  fan  (or  win¬ 
nowing  machine)  is  in  his  hand,  nnd  burnt 
up  with  unqueiicliablti  fire.  To  say  that 
chaff  will  remain  to  an  endless  eternity, 
wlien  burnt  up,  cunirudicts  reason.  Our 
God  is  a  consuming  fire,  nnd  as  he  is  un¬ 
changeable,  I  inter  that  be  is  an  unquendi- 
able  fire.  Tiiut  none  but  the  righteous  shall 
be  able  to  abide  this  fire,  appears  from  Isa. 
xxxiii ;  14-16. 

But  some  say  this  belief  will  do  to  live 
by,  but  will  not  do  to  die  by.  Such  persons 
doubtless  think  that  Jesus  came  to  saw  them 
from  hell — wlien  the  truth  is,  he  came  to 
save  us  from  our  s/ns f  rom  carnal  minded¬ 
ness— and  if  we  be  thus  saved,  theie  is  no 
condemnation.  Rum.  viii:  1.2.  But  no 
one  says  this,  that  ever  hud  faith  in  univer¬ 
sal  salvation,  and  tliose  unacquainted  with 
it,  are  not  competent  judges.  How  if  may 
be  with  me  at  death,  I  have  yet  to  learn  ; 
but  I  have  faith  in  a  covenant-keeping  God, 
and  can  commit  the  keeping  of  my  soul  to 
him,  as  unto  n  faithful  Creator.  I  had  ra¬ 
ther  be  buriu  (1  at  tlie  stake  hy  a  slow  fire  of 
green  wood,  like  Servi  tus,  with  this  faith 
in  God's  iincoiiditioniil  promise,  than  to 
die  a  natural  death  in  the  belief  of  endless 
torments.

IMHORTALITY. 

The  doctrine  of  the  final  and  future  des¬ 
tiny  of  man,  is  one  which  has  perhaps  as 
much  excited  the  feelings  of  the  religious 
public  as  any  taught  in'tlie  Scriptiirts  of 
divine  revelation  ;  nnd  on  tliis  point  there  is 
ns  great  a  diversity  of  opinion,  perhaps,  as 
on  any  therein  revealed,  ^^  hile  one  class 
streniiousl}'  maintains,  and  boldly  advocates 
lliat  all  will  be  subjects  of  the  resurrection, 
and  that  all  will  be  arraigned  before  an 
incensed  God,  and  then  receive  their  sen¬ 
tence,  either  "come  j'e  blessed,”  or  "de¬ 
part  ye  cursed  another  advocates  the  final 
annihilation  of  the  wicked  ;  and  the  third 
entirely  discards  the  belief  of  a  future  exis¬ 
tence,  although  the  two  last  ore  compara¬ 
tively  small. 

But,  my  Christian  friends,  of  whatever 
denomination,  to  you  I  make  my  appeal— 
Are  those  doctrines,  either  of  them,  correct? 
Can  you  place  your  hand  upon  your  breast, 
and  swear  by  Him  who  liveth  forever  and 
ever,  that  you  find  joy  and  peace  in  believ¬ 
ing,  that  a  portion  of  the  human  family  are 
cither  to  lie  eternally  miserable,  or  forever 
lost?  You  cannot- it  is  impossible.— 
Then  why  assent  to  that  doctrine,  which 
is  by  far  the  most  heart-rending,  which 
teaches,  that,  ere  this,  many  of  your  near¬ 
est  nnd  deari'st  friends,  are  (as  your  advo¬ 
cates  have  expressed  it)  "rolling  in  the 
blue  flames  of  hell !”  O  deluded  mortal ! 
Much  rather  would  I  have  the  French  in¬ 
scription  stamped  upon  my  forehead,  in  in¬ 
delible  characters,  ••  Mort  est  le  sommeil 
etemelf  [death  is  an  eternal  sleep,]  than 
believe  in  so  cruel  a  doctrine. 
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But  thanks  be  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
this  doctrine, more  terrible  than  the  tiiunders 
of  Sinai,  is  not  taught  in  the  word  of  God, 
but  owes  its  tirigin  to  Heathen  mythology, 
as  taught  in  the  “dark  ages.” 

But  we  will  no  longer  dwell  upon  this 
dark  side  of  the  picture,  neither  will  we 
embrace  tliis  popular  doctrine,  because 
taught  us  by  forefathers,  but  we  will  exam¬ 
ine  for  ourselves,  and  “see  whether  these 
things  arc  so;”  and  in  so  doing,  wesliailbe 
convinced  of  the  fact  at  once,  that  they  are 
not :  for  the  Scriptures  inform  us  that  tlie 
immortal  soul  is  destined  for  a  new  resi¬ 
dence,  to  nourish  in  eternal  youtli,  there  to 
outlive  tlic  wreck  of  elements,  and  llie  crush 
of  worlds,  when 

“  Star  after  Mar  from  heaven’s  high  arch  shall  rush, 
&ins  sink  on  suns,  and  systems  systems  crush. 
Headlong,  extinct,  to  one  dark  centre  ftill. 

And  death,  and  night,  and  chans  mingle  ail  { 

Till  o’er  the  wreck,  emerging  from  the  storm. 

Immortal  ualurt  litis  her  changeful  Ihrni.” 

“Tilou  fool,”  says  tiie  philosopher  and 
apostle,  “that  seed  whiclt  thou  sowest,  is  1 
not  quickened  except  it  die.  And  that ; 
which  thou  sowest  is  not  that  body  which  I 
shall  bo  :  but  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  j 
hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed  its  own 
body — So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  The  body  is  sown  (in  the  earth) 
in  dishonor,  it  is  raised  in  glory  ;  it  is  sown 
in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power  ;  it  is 
sown  n  natural  liody,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual 
body.  Behold  I  show  you  a  mystery. — 
W e  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed.  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,  at  the  last  tiump  ;  for  the  trum¬ 
pet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  sliall  bo  raised 
incorruptible,  and  we  shall  Le  changed.^' 
(Would  to  God.  that  this  were  inscribed,  in 
letters  of  gold,  on  the  face  of  the  Orthodox 
creed.)  “For  this  corruptible  must  put 
on  incorruption.and  tills  mortal  must  put  on 
immortality.”  Jesus  says,  (Mark  xii : 
25.)  “  For  when  they  shall  rise  from  the 
dead,  they  neitlier  marry  nor  are  given  in 
marriage ;  but  are  as  the  angels  in  li'eaven.” 
Thus  we  see  tliat  revelation  informs  us  it 
willbeso;  and  now’,  Christians,  you  who 
believe  this  doctrine  of  life,  can  ye  have 
any  dread  of  death?  Can  you  not  look 
upon  it  as  a  hsppy  trai^formation,  and  say, 
“O  death,  where  is  thy  sting!  O  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory !”

PARABLE  OF  THE  BARREN  FIG  TREE. 

**  A  certain  man  had  a  fig  tree  planted  In  lii»  vineynrd ; 
and  lie  came  and  •niiglii  f  ull  tlierrnn,  and  found  none. 
T!ien  oaid  lie  unto  tlie  dresser  of  his  vineyard,  Rolinid, 
these  three  years  t  come  seeking  fruit  on  (Ids  fig  tree, 
and  find  none:  cut  it  down:  why  cumlieretli  it  the 
ground  T  And  lie,  iinswering,  sniil  unto  him,  lyird,  let 
it  alone  this  year  nlso,lill  I  shall  dig  nlmat  it,  and  dung 
it.  And  if  ii  hear  IVnit,  well :  ond  it  not, then  ufterlhat 
thoo  ehalt  cut  it  down.”  Luke  xiii :  8-0. 

Wa  shall  bo  led  to  tho  true  application 
of  this  parable,  by  the  preceding  context. 
At  the  first  verse  of  the  chapter,  we  are  in¬ 
formed,  that  some  who  were  present  with 
the  Saviour,  told  him  of  the  Galileans, 
"  whose  blood  Pilate  had  mingled  with  their 
sccrifiaBS.”  These  Galileans  had  come  up 
to  Jcntsalem  to  offer  sacrifices  ;  and  when 
assembled  for  that  parpose,  Pilats,  for  their 


opposition  to  the  Roman  government,  ns  it 
is  supposed,  Qttiicked  them  with  an  armed 
force,  and  put  litem  to  death.  So  singu¬ 
lar  a  calamity  might  have  induced  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  think  they  had  been  guilty  of  sonte 
enormous  crime,  which  God  Itttd  seen  fit 
to  punisli  in  this  signnl  manner:  but  Je¬ 
sus  Ciiutions  them  against  such  a  eonclu- 
sion.by  saying  “Su|)poseye  ihsilthese  Gali¬ 
leans  were  sinners  sibovo  all  the  Galileiins, 
because  llie.y  suffered  such  things?  1  tell 
you,  nay  ;  but  except  ye  repent,  yc  slitdl 
till  likewise  perish;  i.  e.  in  a  like  witv, 
in  a  similar  manner.  This  cannot  be 
:q>p!icd  to  tlie  i’uture  sttite,  because  it 
(.‘vident  that  Jesus  inlcttdtd  there  wouhl 
be  a  similarity  between  the  dcsltuetion  oi 
the  Jews  and  tlie  Galileans  here  sjtoken  ol. 
The  Saviour  then  referred  to  the  ctisc  ol 
eighteen  men  on  vvhom  the  tower  of  Silonni 
fell,  and  slew  them,  and  inquired,  “tliiid. 
ye  that  they  were  sinners  above  all  men 
that  dwelt  at  Jenisiilem  ?”  Tliis  quislion 
he  answered  in  the  negatiie,  .'-.nd  added, 
“except  yc  repent  ye  shall  tdl  likewise 
perish.”  It  is  a  fact  which  blimtlil  not  be 
forgotten,  tliat  there  was  a  peculiar  resem¬ 
blance  hetween  the  destruction  of  the  Gali¬ 
leans,  and  those  on  whom  tlie  tower  of  Si- 
loam  fell,  w  hen  compared  w  ith  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  Jews.  The  first  mentioned,  it 
is  thought,  were  slain  for  their  opposition 
to  the  Roman  government,  for  tlie  Galile¬ 
ans  hud  a  strong  ar.liputhy  to  the  Romniis. 
Now  Uie  Jews,  at  the  destruction  of  their 
city,  perished  not  ttnly  by  the  assaults  ol 
tho  Roman  armies,  but  lliey  fell  in  the  tem¬ 
ple  many  of  them,  their  blood  was  mingled 
wiili  their  sacrifices,  and  they  were  buried 
in  the  ruins  of  llte  temple.  Josephus  de¬ 
clares,  that  the  Jews  were  first  incited  to  re¬ 
bellion  by  those  who  persuaded  tlieni,  that 
paying  tribute  was  a  sign  of  slavery,  and 
this  became  the  seed  of  fl  eir  future  calami¬ 
ties.  When  the  war  broke  out,  they  were 
I  attacked  not  only  by  the  Romans,  but  they 
fought  one  iigainst  anothtT,  botli  in  the  city 
and  temple.  That  many  of  the  Jews 
perished  us  did  tlie  Galileans,  Josephus  also 
testifies.  Under  the  president  Curnanus, 
twenty-five  tliousand  iterishcd  ulcitt  the 
temple  at  ti.e  feast  of  the  passover  ;  under 
Flonis  there  was  a  multi larions  slaugliler 
of  them  fighting  in  the  temple,  and  one 
Manahem  wassluin  ns  he  worsliippcu  there  ; 
that  many  of  the  zealots  pcrislt  ’d  in  tlie 
temple,  and  washed  tho  holy  ground  willi 
their  blood,  and  that  the  Idumeans  coming 
in  to  their  help,  eight tho’.isand  five  hundred 
of  the  party  of  Ananus,  the  liigh  priest, 
were  slain, so  that  the  whole  outward  temple 
was  washed  over  with  blood  ;  that  in  that 
three-fold  sedition  which  arose  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  betwixt  Eleazer.  keeping  the  inward 
temple,  John' with  liis  associates  seizing  the 
outward  temple,  and  Simon  tlio  upper  city, 
the  temple  was  every  where  polluted  with 
slaughters,  tho  weapons  flew  every  where 
and  foil  upon  the  priests,  and  tltosc  who 
officiated  at  the  altar— many  wlto  came 
from  far  to  worship  fell  before  their  sacrifi¬ 
ces,  and  sprinkled  the  altar  with  their  blood, 
maoinuch  that  the  Mood  of  th«  dead  car¬ 


casses  made  a  pool  in  the  Itoly  court.— 
At  the  fcLst  of  unleavened  bread,  Eleazer 
and  his  compnnioiis,  nptning  a  gate  fur  the 
Iteople  to  tome  to  v\uiship,  and  to  ofler 
sacrifice,  John,  taking  advantage  of  that 
opi'oriimity,  sent  in  with  them  many  of  his 
party,  having  short  swords  undir  their  gar- 
mt  iit.s,  who  inradril  Elcazir's  party,  nod 
filled  tliat  temple  wiili  tlic  blood  of  zialots, 
and  of  the  pci>|>lc  ;  and  when  Tuns  louglil 
tigtdnst  the  timple,  a  ntuJitnee  of  dead 
bodies  lay  iircvi'd  the  altar,  and  the  blood 
ran  dtiW  ii  ilie  steps  of  the  temple,  end  mony 
perished  by  the  i  virs  of  the  loners  oi  porchce. 
We  have  !  ecu  tints  pviticult  r,  in  order  to 
I  estoi  e  to  its  true  sense  an  oil  tier  vet  ted  pns- 
-aiie  of  S'criplnre.  'J  hesc  v^o^i^— “ex¬ 
cept  ye  repent,  ye  slial!  j.ll  likewise  pt  rish,” 
hate  been  cited  fnquenily,  to  establish  the 
doctrine  of  endless  torment.  It  is  evident, 
that  Jisns  had  reference  to  the  destruction  of 
the  Galileans,  anti  those tm  whom  the  tower 
ofSiloamfcll ;  and  says  to  the  Jews,  “ex- 
ccjit  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish,” 
i.  e.  in  the  same  way,  or  manner  ;  and  we 
have  shown,  by  thequotai  ions  from  Josephus, 
that  the  Jewish  nation  did  perish  in  that 
manner.  The  words  did  not  refer,  end 
should  not  he  af'plied,  to  mankind  generally, 
but  to  the  Jews  in  particular.  The  word 
rendered  likewise  is  hoeavtoe,  and  signifies, 
says  Parkhursi,  “in  the  same  way,  or  like 
manner.”  Bishop  Pearce  paraphnu  cs  the 
passage,  “except  ye,  the  naiitm  of  the 
Jews,  repent,  your  state  shall  Le  destroyed." 
Hammond  is  to  the  same  purport — “If  you 
continue  your  present  w  i«  ked  practic*  s,  mis- 
ing  sedition  under  pretence  of  piety  as  fre¬ 
quently  you  are  apt  do,  then  as  they  perished 
at  the  day  of  Pnscha  at  their  sacrifice,  so 
shall  a  multitude  of  you  on  that  very  day, 
in  the  temple  he  slaughtered  like  she*  p.  at  d 
that  for  the  same  cause,  a  sedition  raised  in 
the  city.”  Adam  Clarke  tays,  on  the 
words,  “  yc  shall  all  liketeise  perish’'— “  ye 
shall  perish  in  a  like  way,  in  the  tame  man¬ 
ner.  This  prediction  of  our  Lord  was 
literally  fulfilled.  When  the  city  was  taken 
hy  the  Romans,  multitudes  of  the  priests, 
&,c.  who  were  going  on  with  tlieir  sacrifi¬ 
ces,  were  slain,  and.  their  blood  was  min¬ 
gled  witlt  the  blood  of  their  victims  ;  and 
multitudes  were  buried  under  the  ruins  of 
the  wall.s,  I.ouses  and  temple.” 

T liu.s  we  have  Iraceil  tlie  preceding  con¬ 
text.  The  iT.sts  of  the  Galileans,  and 
those  on  wb.om  ll.c  tower  of  Silonm  fell, 
had  been  referred  to,  and  Jesus  had  told 
the  Jews,  that  unless  they  repented,  i.  e. 
broke  off  their  sins,  and  turned  to  righteous¬ 
ness,  they  would  perish  in  a  like  manner 
with  the  others  :  and  as  they  did  not  repent, 
the  prediction  was  literally  fulfilled.  Here 
Jesus  introduced  the  parable  of  the  barren 
fig-tree.  The  owner  came  and  sought  fruit 
thereon,  and  found  ronr.  He  said  to  the 
keeper  of  his  vineyard,  these  three  years  I 
have  sought  fruit  on  this  tree,  and  fintl  none 
—cut  it  down,  why  cumbereth  it  the  ground? 
He  is  persuaded  to  let  it  alone  one  year, 
till  it  should  be  dug  about,  and  mu tured ; 
afier  which,  if  it  bore  fruit,  well ;  if  not,  it 
wee  te  be  destroyed. 
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By  the  fi-j-tree  our  Lord  intended  tlie 
house  of  Israel.  Isaiah  desrrihed  tlicni  un¬ 
der  the  figure  of  a  vine  tlial  brought  fortli 
wild  grapes,  which,  in  consequence,  was 
to  lie  destroyed,  v.  1-7. 

The  fig-tree  brought  forth  no  fruit.  The 
Jews  were  barren  in  works  of  rig'.iteous- 
ncss  ;  they  were  "  a  seed  of  evil  doers.” 

The  fig-tree  was  preserved  alter  it  was 
worthy  only  of  destruction,  and  was  nour¬ 
ished,  but  to  no  ellect,  it  continued  barren. 
Tlius  the  house  of  Israel  had  lieen  dealt 
with.  They  had  long  liecn  unfruitful,  and 
were  fit  for  the  fate  which  awaited  them. 
God  sent  them  his  Son  to  preach  to  them, 
and  to  them  alone  ;  the  apostles  were  sent 
to  this  nation  only  :  and  the  Gospel  was 
faithfully  proclaimed  to  them.  No  other 
tree  was  nurtured, until  this  fig-tree,  after  all 
the  care  liestoweil  on  it,  had  failed  to  bear 
fruit,  and  had  been  cut  down. 

Tliis  fig-tree  was  cut  down.  The  axe 
was  laid  at  the  root.  iSec  the  notes  on  the 
parable  of  the  axe.  The  observations  of 
Adam  Clarke  on  .Matt,  iii  :  10,  are  worthy 
of  insertion  here.  "  It  was  customary,  with 
lh2  Jew  sh  pro|  het<,  to  represent  t’.ie  king¬ 
doms,  nations,  and  individui  ls,  whose  ruin 
they  predicted,  umler  the  figure  ol  forests 
and  trees,  doonn  dm  be  cut  down,  t^ee  Jer. 
xlvi  :  22.  23.  Czek.  xxxi  :  3.  11.  12  — 
Tile  Jewish  nation  is  the  tree,  and  the  Ro¬ 
mans  the  axe,  which,  by  the  just  judgment 
of  God,  was  speedily  to  cut  it  down.  It 
has  bem  well  observed,  that  there  is  an  al¬ 
lusion  here  to  the  woodman,  who,  having 
marked  a  ir  ;e  for  cxc  sion,  lays  his  axe  at  its 
root,  and  stript  otf  his  outer  garment,  that  he 
may  wield  his  blows  more  |>owerfully,  and 
that  his  w  tirk  may  be  quickly  performed. 
For  about  sixty  years  before  the  coming  of 
Christ,  this  axe  had  bcim  lying  at  the  root 
of  the  Jewish  tree.Judea  having  been  a  pro¬ 
vince  t.i  the  Roman  Empire,  from  the  time 
that  Pompey  took  the  city  of  Jerusalem, 
during  the  contentions  of  the  two  brothers 
Hyreanus  and  Aristobu'us,  which  was  about 
•ixty-tliree  years  before  the  coming  of 
Christ.  See  Josephus  .\ntiq.  I.  xiv.  c.  1-5. 
But  ns  thecxiuntry  might  be  still  considered 
as  in  the  hands  of  the  Jews,  though  subject 
to  the  Romans,  and  God  had  waited  on 
them  now  nearly  ninety  years  from  the 
above  time,  expecting  them  to  bring  forth 
fruit,  and  none  was  yet  produced,  he  kept 
the  Romans,  as  an  axe,  lying  at  tlie  root  of 
this  tree,  who  were  ready  to  cut  it  down  the 
moment  God  gave  them  the  [lermission.”

NEW  PUBLICATION’. 

‘  ‘  A  letter  on  Protracted  Meetings  :  addressed 
to  the  church  in  Paris.  By  H'm.  R.  Weeks,  Lite 
minister  to  that  church.”  IG  pp.  H'm,  Williams, 
printer,  Utica,  1832. 

Dr.  Weeks  is  a  Calvinistic  clergyman  now 
resident  in  this  city.  He  hud  been  invited  by 
the  Rev.  D.  A.  Clark,  .is  moderator  of  the 
church  in  Paris, to  attend  and  assist  in  a  protract¬ 
ed  meeting.  The  letter  before  us  is  in  reply  to 
that  invitation.  Mr.  Clark  appears  to  have 
withheld  the  letter  from  the  society,  whose  offi¬ 
cer  and  agent  he  was,  aud  Mr.  Weeks  has 
therefore  given  it  publicity  through  the  press. 
This  is  the  history  of  the  letter. 

After  stating  how  he  thinks  a  protracted  meet¬ 
ing  should  be  conducted,  &c.,  Mr.  Weeks 
proceeds  to  describe  what  lie  lias  seen  with  his 
own  eyes,  and  heard  with  his  own  ears  in  the 
protracted  meetings  of  the  day.  The  following 
picture  is  a  very  coninion  one. 

••  1  have  not  yet  attended  any  protracted 
meeting,  in  winch  1  did  nut  hear  a  gretii 
deal  of  low  and  vulgar  langaige,  adapti  d  to 
cx|>ose  divine  things  to  contempt ;  and  that 
too,  sometimes,  from  educated  men,  who 
ill  this  respect  seemed  to  copy  the  dele«  t' 
of  the  ignorant  and  unt'ducuted.  Now, 
you  know,  that  my  huhit  has  liecn  to  study 
•great  plainness  of  s|>ee<-h,  and  to  seek  niter 
language  which  should  be  intelligible  to  the 
most  uncultivated  mind.  This  1  tliink  is 
tlie  duly  of  the  preacher.  But  vulgarity  is 
not  necessary  ;  and  for  one  who  is  capable 
of  any  thing  better  to  indulge  in  it,  in  the 
pulpit,  is  iiitolerablc.  It  is  degrading  the 
Gus|»el,  and  unnecessarily  exposing  it  to 
contempt.  I  have  also  been  greatly  pained 
to  hear,  on  every  such  occasion,  more  or 
less  of  language  whieli  I  consiiler  prol'ane. 
I  could  give  you  specimens,  if  I  did  not 
scruple  tlie  propriety  of  re|H‘Uting  the  pro- 
fanencss  of  others,  even  as  a  caution  against 
it.  It  is  such  a  use  of  the  divine  name, 
such  a  use  of  the  words  devil,  hell,  damned, 
and  the  like,  as  is  commonly  heard  among 
profane  swearers.  I  was  extremely  shock¬ 
ed,  on  a  late  occasion,  to  hear  n  preacher, 
for  perhaps  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  personate 
the  sinner,  and  tell  God  how  little  he  cared 
for  his  favors  or  his  frowns.  His  language, 
his  action,  his  tune,  and  whole  manner, 
seemed  copied  from  that  which  is  employ¬ 
ed  by  the  lowest  classes  in  expressing  their 
contempt  for  their  fellows  when  greatly 
provok^  by  them.  I  could  not  in  con¬ 
science  go  into  the  pulpit  with  such  a  man, 
and  seem  to  countenance  by  my  presence  a 
scene,  wliich  in  a  liar-room,  would  be  deem¬ 
ed  shockingly  blaspbemous.” 

The  perversion  and  misapplication  of  tho 
Scriptures,  by  modern  revivalists,  is  also  thus 
rebuked 


I  have  been  distressed  to  bear  the  Scrip- 
tnres  wrested  from  their  plain  and  obvious 
meaning,  to  support  a  favorite  theory,  to 
hear  Scripture  facts  grossly  misstated,  and 
u  sense  given  to  particular  words,  and  an 
emphasis  laid  iip.tii  them,  which  neither 
the  original  nor  the  connexion  would  justi¬ 
fy  ;  and  that  too  by  educated  men,  who 
could  not  make  the  pmtr  apology  of  una¬ 
voidable  ignorance.  1  have  seen  the  good 
old  practice  of  resorting  to  the  Bible  for  il¬ 
lustrations  and  proofs,  in  a  great  measure 
laid  aside  by  some  preachers,  and  the  pl;ire 
supplied  by  anecdotes  and  story  telling.” 

The  following  evidence  of  the  renunciation 
of  the  doctrine  of  total  and  innate  depravity,  or 
of  the  unholy  constitution  we  naturally  inherit, 
can  be  substantiated,  we  believe,  by  many  other 
cases.  Not  to  name  Mr.  Finney's  late  discourse 
in  Boston,  Dr.  Lansing,  of  this  city,  is  repre¬ 
sented  as  having  declared  that  “God  never 
made  man  cither  holy  or  unholy — man  made 
himselfholy  or  unholy.”  The  conclusion  natu¬ 
rally  flowing  from  such  premises,  in  relation  to 
their  revivals,  is  sharply  drawn  by  Mr.  Weeks. 

“The  iloctriiie  of  t!ie  special  agency  of 
the  Spirit  in  the  conversion  of  sinners,  I 
have  heard  treated  with  sarcasm,  as  if  it 
liiriiished  the  sinner  with  an  excuse.  I 
have  liearil  the  sim:cr  represented  ns  making 
the  pli  a.  *  I  am  what  Gnd  made  me,'  and 
heard  his  plea  answered  hy  the  reprewnta- 
t  o:i,  •  God  never  made  a  sinner.’ ..  .4nd  the 
preaclier,  after  endeavoring  to  support  bis 
assertion,  by  representing  sin  and  holiness 
as  consisting  in  voluntary  exercise,  affirm¬ 
ed  with  great  emphasis,  •  God  cannot  cre¬ 
ate  holiness,  nor  can  he  create  sin,'  Of 
course,  I  cnncliule,  he  would  have  his 
hearers  believe  that  God  never  made  a  saint. 
And  I  see  not  why  the  reasoning  would 
not  hold  gtxKl  in  tins  case,  if  it  is  in  the 
other.  But.  that  the  numerous  converts  of 
the  present  day  are  all  man-made  converts, 
is  certainly  more  than  I  had  expected  any 
friend  «»f  the  new  measures  to  affirm.” 

One  extract  more  we  give  to  show  how  this 
aged  minister  has  been  used  by  his  own  church's 
management — in  his  own  pulpit,  and  by  his 
own  brethren.  Such  rases  are  not  rare  in  this 
region — a  similar  one,  we  are  informed,  is  about 
occurring  in  Clinton  for  the  removal,  or  subdu¬ 
ing  of  Dr.  N.,  who  has  spent  his  whole  life  in 
their  service,  but  will  not  submit  to  tbe  use  of 
new  measures  and  Arminian  doctrines  to  get  up 
revivals. 

Mr.  Weeks,  after  stating  the  revival  use  of 
prayer— that  Christians  have  been  told  “  if  they 
will  go  home  and  pray  thus  in  their  closets,  for 
their  children,  they  may  go  about  their  house 
and  look  up  those  children,  in  the  assured  ex¬ 
pectation  of  findingthem  converted”— proceeds 
to  reprobate  the  common  practice  of  calling  the 
people  to  rise,  and  vow  unto  the  Lord  thus  to 
do,  Ac.,  Ac. 

“  I  hare  acrious  objections  to  this  whole 
system  of  calling  people  out,  to  confess,  sod 
promUe.  and  be  prayed  for.  both  ia  the 
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case  of  professed  Cliristians,  mid  of  the  im¬ 
penitent.  And  I  linve  chosen  rather  to  suh- 
mit  to  the  reproach  ot  hein;^  represeiite.l, 
from  inyown  pulpit,  in  eoininon  with  some 
of  the  b  -st  Christians  I  know,  as  U  ing  un¬ 
willing  to  he  jirayed  for,  and  as  practically 
saving,  1  <li<l  not  believe  there  is  ti  God,  a 
heaven,  ora  hell.  5?ueh  remarks  you  know 
were  made,  at  your  former  protracted  meet¬ 
ing,  upon  those  professors  who  did  not  rise, 
while  I  sat  in  the  pulpit,  and  some  of  you 
sat  in  your  seats.  I  suppose  the  preacher 
who  did  it,  ‘verily  thought  he  was  doing  Goil 
servirre.’  and  therefore  1  forgave  him.  But 
I  am  not  willing  to  do  any  thing  which  can 
be  construed  into  an  approval  of  such 
things.  I  suppose  they  are  all  intended  to 
produce  a  kind  of  stuge  effect,  and  are  a 
pari  of  a  system,  the  whole  tendency  o( 
which  appears  to  me  to  be  injurious  to  the 
souls  of  men.” 

Dr.  VVeaksis  a  high  Calvinist,  in  contra- 
distiiiction  to  rair  low  Presbyterians,  who 
are,  in  fact,  Arniiniaiis.  For  their  departures 
froai  tile  disilriiies  and  practices  of  their  fin-- 
fa'liers,  he  has  plainly,  but  chastely  rebukeil 
them.  Whether  this  rebuke  will  slay  their  mad 
career  of  iiiorul  desolation,  we  cannot  say,  but 
among  the  sensible  and  discerning  of  Ids  own 
sect.  Dr.  Weeks  will  gain  no  little  credit  fiir 
this  letter. 

For  ourselves, so  fur  as  doctrine  is  concerned, 
we  have  no  preference  fir  either  side — the  one 
represents  God  as  tyraniiicul  and  powerful,  as 
the  other  says  he  is  weak  and  cruel.  As  a  niat* 
ter  of  iiew.s,  on  an  important  subject,  we  have 
noticed  this  letter.  G.

This  vice  is  becoming  so  slianiefully  preva¬ 
lent  among,  not  ‘‘the  world's  |)eople,"  hut 
the  professiiig-tu-lie-tlie-exclusive  Clirisliniis  of 
"the  religious  world,"  that  it  occa-ionally  de¬ 
mands  a  little  plain  dealing — "the  words  of 
truth  and  soberness." 

Not  to  notice  their  ahominahlc  exaggerations 
of  the  iniinber  of  converts  made  at  their  respect¬ 
ive  protracted  meetings— -their  conversion  of 
Universalists — the  silly  mamifictured  tales  re¬ 
lated  in  their  tracts,  journals  and  sermons — and 
otiicr  items  of  the  same  nature-— we  feel  hound, 
at  this  time,  to  offer  a  few  words  on  their  slan¬ 
derous  lies  against  wliide  neighborhoods, States 
and  communities.  We  have  already  noticed 
the  publication  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gildersleeve, 
ill  the  Charleston  Observer,  purporting  to  he  the 
"  report  of  tlio  Granville  county,  (N.  C.)  Bible 
society,"  in  which  he  stated  that  there  were 
people  in  that  region,  who  believed  that  "  to 
receive  a  Bible  from  the  agent,  would  he  to 
accept  a  draft  warrant,  or  enlistment,  into  the 
British  army"!  1 1  This,  no  candid  person  will 
doubt,  is  a  thumper.  Another,  equally  good, 
U  now  going  the  rounds  of  their  papers, stating 
that,  in  tba  city  of  New. York,  their 'clergy- 
tnea’a  daughters  and  widows  are  becoming,  or 


have  become  I  Also,  that  many  of  their 

church  tiieiiibcrs  indulge  in  such  indecent  and 
iiiirnorul  practices,  merely  for  want  of  being 
taught,  or  knowing,  that  they  are  criminal! — 
nay ;  even  that  a  young  Partialist  clergyman, 
necer  knew,  that  such  practices  were  wrong, 
until  after  he  hail  entered  into  the  ministry  I  ! — 
IVhew  !  this  cups  the  climiu,  certainly  ;  and 
shows  the  high  moral,  not  to  say  intellectual, 
standard  of  the  Liiiiituriaii  churches — preach¬ 
ers,  preachers'  wives  and  daughters,  iiienibcrs, 
and  all !  But  our  want  of  charity  will  not  per¬ 
mit  us  to  credit  these  talcs — we  believe  them  to 
he  gross  slanders  on  themselves,  piously  told 
to  support  their  beloved,  decent  Magdalen  efforts 
in  New-York  city.  Wc  are  compelled  to  be¬ 
lieve  that,  for  want  of  subjects  to  lie  about,  they 
are  "  keeping  their  hands  in”  by  lying  al>out 
each  other— we  cannot  possibly  believe  there 
are  persons  so  ignnrunt  of  inurulity — eeen  in 
limitarian  churches — (where  there  is  prohubly 
less  of  this  article  than  elsewhere,  judging  by 
these  oft-exliiliited  specimens  of  veracity) — we 
cuiiiiot  believe,  wo  say,  that  eeen  Limitarians 
are  so  igiioraot  of  mural  duty,  as  to  believe  such 
actions,  as  these  alluded  to,  are  nut  criminal. — 
Excu.^^e  us,  gentlemen,  our  credulity  cannot 
swallow  such  great  stories. 

Ill  the  Christian  Advocate,  (the  Methodist 
paper  in  New-Yurk,)  20tli  No.  of  the  current 
year,  is  a  letter  from  their  travelling  correspniid- 
eiil,  (no  name  given,)  who  professes  to  have 
travelled  through  .\luhnnin,"  from  Huntsville 
to  Pulaski,  and  fur  many  miles  east  and  west, 
to  McMinusville,"  and  that  all  that  section  of 
country  "  is  in  a  deplorable  state  of  ignorance 
and  moral  destitution — that  there  is  hut  one 
Preshylerian  ininisier  in  it — that  he  had  con¬ 
versed  with  a  woman,  who  told  him  she  had 
always  snppuse.l  heuveii  and  hell  were  two 
towns  I  and  with  several  others,  who  did  not 
know  who  made  them"  I  1 1  This  is  published 
in  a  paper  which,  as  w'e  learn  from  the  Court- 
land  (.Ala.)  Herald,  has  hundreds  of  respecta¬ 
ble  patrons  in  that  very  region ;  and  is  from 
the  pen  of  a  man  who  has  picked  up  no  small 
utnuunt  of  money  among  the  "  ignorant"  peo¬ 
ple  wliiHii  he  thus  has  slandered.  VVe  say 
slandered;  f  ir  the  .Alubaiua  paper, before  named, 
declares  to  the  Editors  of  the  Advocate,  "  You 
iiad  sutiicient  data  to  know  that  there  are  no 
women  here,  (not  even  among  our  negroes,  on 
any  of  our  plantations)  who  do  not  know'  w'ho 
made  them,  and  that  hell  and  heaven  are  not 
two  towns.  You  no  more  believed  that  there 
are  any  such  ami>ng  our  negroes,  than  w'edo." 
We  are  pleased  to  see  our  secular  papers  be¬ 
ginning  to  call  fiir  ruimes,  dates,  and  places,  and 
deiiianding  the  names  of  the  authors  of  such 
tales.  Let  but  this  measure  be  generally  adopt¬ 
ed,  and  firmly  persisted  in,  and  such  disgrace¬ 
ful  and  slanderous  lies  will  become  scarce, 
eeen  among  Limitarians,  who  are  probably  led 
to  indulge  in  this  habit  because  they  hope  to  re- 
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pent  of  it  before  they  die,  and  tims  esi'a|ie  all 
the  punishment.  Yea — they  will  "vanish  like 
the  baseless  fiihric  of  a  vision,  nor  leave  a 
wreck  behind.” 

The  moral  health  of  the  public  demands  that 
"a  little  plain  talk"  be  used  to  purge  out  this 
lying  spirit  from  among  community— that  the 
loud  professing  religionists  of  our  day  be  re¬ 
formed,  and  made  to  lay  aside  this  vicious  and 
vitiating  habit — for  already  has  the  profanity 
and  blasphemy  of  the  Partialist  pulpit  corrupted 
the  habits  of  the  people,  and  finind  its  way  into 
die  streets  and  the  grogshops — and  if  this 
equally  abominable  habit  be  not  soon  checked, 
we  will  become  afraid  to  trust  the  word  of  the 
verie.st  heretic  and  nonprofessor  in  community.

"but  that  the  Universalists  here,  in  this  place, 
are  gcod,  moral,  upright  and  charitable  peo 
pie,  with  few  or  no  exceptions — but  then,  in 
such  a  city  or  neighborhood,  I  am  informed, 
they  are  an  awful  people,  going  drunken  even 
into  the  churches,  and  about  the  streets,"  Ac. 

Nut  long  ago  a  lady  dared  a  friend  of  ours  to 
lay  his  hand  on  the  Bible,  and  thus  solemnly 
declare,  if  he  could,  that  he  did  not  believe  in 
endless  misery  !  I  know  not  whether  he  grati¬

— 1  Timothy  vi:  12,  “lay  no\.o  ov  eternal 
Ife,  whereunto  thou  art  called” — and  1  John 
iii:  15,  “  no  murderer  hath  eternal  life  xaiDivo 
in  him.”
